Restructuring The 
Department of 
Regulation and 

Licensing 


The WSA has an active Legislative Committee which 
both monitors and acts on proposed legislation and 
administrative rules which relate to the practice of 
architecture and the construction industry. One of 
those issues is the proposed restructuring of The 
Department of Regulation and Licensing. This pro- 
posal would dramatically change the way in which 
the Architects Registration Board functions. The 
Department of Regulation and Licensing with the 
support of Governor Dreyfus is introducing this 
legislation. The WSA Legislative Committee is re- 
viewing the proposed legislation and has not yet 
determined whether they will work for the passage 
or the defeat of this proposal. The following informa- 
tion was submitted by Ann Haney, Secretary of the 
Department. 


The current system for occupational regulation in 
Wisconsin needs change. Criticisms of the Real 
Estate Examining Board by the Legislative Audit 
Bureau apply to licensing boards in general. A 
change in the responsibilities assigned by law to 
examining boards is necessary to restore public 
confidence in the professions, improve the credi- 
bility of state government, strengthen the account- 
ability of licensing authorities and improve the 
efficiency of regulating the professions. 


The trend in Wisconsin to improve occupational 
licensing has been to combine occupational regu- 
latory boards under one umbrella agency, seek 
more efficient use of resources, eliminate un- 
necessary boards and regulations, and assign di- 
rect regulatory responsibilities to the department. 
Although it was initially given only routine house- 
keeping functions, the department now has some 
direct licensing authority and authority over per- 
sonnel and budgeting for all examining boards. 


Boards in the department have independent author- 
ity by statute for 3 regulatory functions: (1) licens- 
ing, (including examination development, adminis- 
tration and scoring and approval of educational 
programs); (2) administrative rulemaking; and (3) 
disciplining licensees, (including processing, in- 
vestigation and prosecution of complaints and 
final adjudication of complaints). 


THE MODEL BOARD. The proposed model, using 
boards generally comprised of 3 professional 
members and 2 public members, works with 
responsibilities reassigned according to the fol- 
lowing chart. 
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Administrative Rules 


LICENSING. Department authority to grant li- 
censes and approve educational programs is 
necessary for efficiency. Standards for licensing 
are usually specific enough for a decision on an 
applicant’s qualifications by department staff. 
Where standards are indefinite, the department 
would rely on board advice. The current system 
where department staff make a preliminary deci- 
sion later finalized by a board is duplicative and 
results in unnecessary delay. 


Applicants who are denied licensure should have 
recourse to appeal a denial without going to court. 
Board expertise can be used effectively to decide 
appeals. 


Accepted measurement standards require that a 
task analysis be made for each occupation and 
used as a basis for examination items. Examina- 
tion validity requirements demand that more pro- 
fessionals be involved in the development and 
evaulation than are represented on an examining 
board. 


ADMINISTRATIVE RULES. Boards have been un- 
responsive to the need for rule changes. Examining 
boards have been slow to follow the statutory man- 
date of s. 15.08 to “define and enforce professional 
conduct and unethical practices’’, to develop regu- 
lations which would serve consumer needs and to 
make changes called for by court decisions. 


DISCIPLINE. One of the strongest criticisms of the 
current system is that boards must act as investi- 
gator, prosecutor, judge and jury in disciplinary 
cases. The model separates the prosecutorial and 
adjudicative functions to provide a fair and efficient 
system of administrative justice.

VICTORY The Wisconsin Court of Appeals has recently entered a decision 
#1 upholding the constitutionality of Wisconsin's six year Statute of 


Limitations for architects, engineers, and others involved in the 
construction process. 


The decision included substantial quotes from the brief submitted 
by the WSA and other professional organizations as a ‘friend of 
the court.” 


The facts of the case involve a fire which occured 25 years after 
the completion of construction. The fire insurance company, after 
paying its losses to the owner, brought an action against the con- 
tractor and the design professionals, alleging negligence at the time 
of construction. The complaint was not specific as to what the 
negligence was, but was specific in requesting damages in excess 
of $100,000. The Statute of Limitations which bars any such action 
unless it is commenced within six years of the substantial completion 
of a project was submitted to the court as an affirmative defense. 
The Circuit Court threw out the case, finding that the Statute of Limita- 
tions applied. At this juncture the WSA was made aware of the case by 
Richard Blake, FAIA, and the WSA was involved in forming an alliance 
of numerous professional and trade associations who would be 
affected by an ultimate decision as to whether the Statute of Limi- 
tations was constitutional. The case was appealed to the Court 
of Appeals by the fire insurance company, and a “friend of the court” 
brief was submitted by the WSA and the other organizations. 


The decision rendered by the Court of Appeals confirms the ruling of 
the Circuit Court that the case should be thrown out of court. The fire 
insurance company has one last avenue of appeal, to the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court. We will keep you posted on the status of this appeal. 


VICTORY E. John Knapp, AIA, of Madison, Wisconsin reports that he has been 
#2 involved in a battle for the last 8 years regarding the constitutionality 


of the Michigan Statute of Limitations. After substantial time and 
significant personal expense, the Michigan Supreme Court has en- 
tered a decision upholding the constitutionality of Michigan's six-year 
Statute of Limitations on actions against Architects and Engineers. 
Mr. knapps case was resolved some 15 years after the building was 
first occupied and according to Knapp represents more than one 
lost night's sleep. Congratulations John.

Burried deep in the Wisconsin Statutes is Section 443.01 6 (b) 3 
which is known as the Eminence Clause. The language of this 
clause allows individuals to become registered as Professional 
Engineers based solely on experience, and without passing the nec- 
essary examinations and tests required of all other applicants 
for registration as professional engineers. 


Of the 3,575 individuals who have been granted registration as pro- 
fessional engineers over the past five year period, in excess of 40% 
have received that registration under the Eminence Clause and without 
Passing the tests prescribed in order to assure competence as a 
licensed professional engineer. 


After many years of discussion and debate, a bill was recently intro- 
duced to the Wisconsin Legislature which would close this loophole 
and require written examination in order to be licensed as a pro- 
fessional engineer in Wisconsin. The Wisconsin Society of Architects 
supports this legislation and will be working toward its passage.

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Several years ago the WSA actively involved itself in drafting and 
supporting proposed legislation which would allow a party wrongfully 
sued to recover from the other party (or their attorney) for the ‘frivolous 
lawsuit." As a result of efforts by the WSA, this legislation was 
ultimately adopted and signed into law. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court has recently upheld the application 
of this new statute. This acceptance of the “frivolous lawsuits law” 
by the Wisconsin Supreme Court provides the final chapter in this 
story that commenced almost five years ago when a WSA member from 
Milwaukee suggested that the WSA draft and sponsor this legislation. 
At the time the WSA first undertook this goal, there were only one 
or two other states in the country that had such legislation. 


To those WSA Minutemen who supported the WSA in this effort . . . 
thank you. The WSA's legislative Program needs your support. 
Register to be a WSA Minuteman. 


The WSA is attempting to increase its activities in promoting the 
awareness of architecture and of the membership of the WSA. This 
goal has been generated by the observation that there is a continuing 
need for potential owners to recognize the expertise and multiple 
benefits associated with utilizing an architect. 


One channel of attempting to reach this goal is the Wisconsin Archi- 
tect. The February issue, the Construction Industry Handbook, was 
sent to general contractors, subcontractors, consulting engineers, 
and non-member architects. The May issue, featuring health care 
as a theme, is projected to be sent to hospital, nursing home, and 
Clinic administrators. 


As a further means of promoting architecture, the Public Relations 
Committee is developing a slide/tape show that will be available for 
the members’ use in making presentations to non architect groups.
